Thursday of this week we celebrate a day hallowed with 
the memories of our forefathers who came to this country seek- 
ing peace and the right to serve God as they saw fit. 

They were devoted men and women who went to church 
on that first Day of Thanksgiving to “Praise God From Whom 
All Blessings Flow,” and to thank Him for the bountiful harvest 
which had welcomed them to the New World. 

Fleeing from the prevailing cruelties of religious persecu- 
tion these Filgrims of the Plymouth Colony had round a home. 
It is true they had to live in log cabins raised in communal 
style; they had to clear away the forests for their agricultural 
| crops, and whatever they needed in the way of clothing, food, 
furniture, and perhaps even some of their farm implements had 
to be produced by their own hands. They weve on their own! 

Sailing across the Atlantic they had arrived at the begin- 
ning of winter, Their first governor, Carver, had died betore 
harvest time the year following their setticment. The succeeding 
governor, William Bradford, like his predecessor, was a God 
fearing man, and he saw in the progress that had been made in 
this short year the hand of his Creator. 

Following his proclamation of a Day of Thanksgiving the 
colonists turned to preparations for a joyous celebration. Farm- 
}ers and their wives assembled a bountiful supply of all their 
| produce. The deer and the turkey were plentilul in Massachu- 
setts in those days and the huntsmen of the colony produced 
these additions to the larder. The domestic animals they had 
| brought over with them were too precious to eat, and until they 
had multiplied many times would be barred from the Plymouth 
table. 

But this Feast of Thanksgiving had to follow services in 
the little church. Probably the sermon was a long one. The wor- 
shipers in those days measured the ability of their religious 
leaders by the length of their sermons. 

Today we have much more to be thankful for than our 
| forefathers, yet we are apt to complain if the sermon lasts more 
than half a hour. 
| We have come to expect as our right many things that our 
| Forefathers accepted as blessings from God. They had been 
used to war, and rumors of war, and they had lived in peace for 
| the year just passed. We have been living-on the verge of war 
| for some time, but we have had peace for some years. Our na- 
tion has the leadership of thé most enlightened nations of the 
world. ULES 
We should be thankful this Thanksgiving that we are the 
most prosperous nation in the world. 

We should be, thankful for the highest standard of living 
of any nation in the world. 

We should be thankful that we do not live in a police state, 
with neighbor spying upon neighbor. 

We should be thankful for our automobiles, our telephones, 
our radio and our television. 

We. should. be.thankful for our homes, our families, our

TRUMPS 

The rare card player who has 
never played a game in which 
trumps are used is likely to have 
some difficulty at first in under- 
standing their function. 

The word “trump” is actually a 
corruption 
of /’ tris 
umph,’’ 
which 
means “to 
conquer.” 
Trumps 
are there- 
fore liter- 
ally con- 
quering 
cards, rat- 
ing over 
nontrump cards because of special 
powers given to them in the play 
of a game, 

Usually the cards of some entire 
suit may be trumps, but sometimes 
only certain cards. Trumps are de- 
cided in different ways according 
to the’ game. In many games, the 
right to name the trump suit is bid 
for competitively. In others the 
trump suit is decided by turning up 
a certain card. In either of the 
foregoing methods the particular 








rank only for that deal. 

Another way is to establish some 
suit or certain cards as permanent 
trumps, in which ease trump for 
the game is the same deal after » 


deal. In some games (such as 
Euchre, Skat and Spoil Five), cards 
of other suits besides the trump 
suit also are trumps. In the last 
two games mentioned, certain 
cards’ are permanent trumps, re- 
gardless of which suit is the trump 
suit in the deal. Or, finally, suits 
may become trumps in an arbitrary 
order of rotation. This last method 
is rare. 

When a suit has been given spe- 
cial rank as a trump suit, it means 
that the lowest ranking card in it 
will beat in play the highest rank- 
ing card of any other (nontrump) 
suit, usually called-a “plain” suit. 

For example, in a game where 
ace is the highest ranking card in 
a suit and deuce (two) the lowest, 
|a deuce of trumps will beat an ace 
in a plain suit, but will be beaten 
in turn, of course, by a three, four 
or other higher trump. 

As a result, because of the power 
of trumps, even the smallest ones, 
players in bidding will naturally 
try—all things being equal—to es- 
tablish as trump the suit in which

Your signature on a con- 
tract, say, to buy.a car#means 
that you know and agree to 
its terms. And a court can en- 
force them. 

But, alas, 
how many 
Sign such a 
Paper — only 
to find out af- 
terwards 
about ‘‘fine 
print.”’ 

Just don’t sign) ajcontract 
you don’t understafid. If the 
other fellow can’t tell you, 
have him re-write the con- 
tract so that you can-under- 
stand it, or, better check with 
your lawyer before—not af- 
ter—you sign. 

Well, anyway, the California 
legislature this year took out 
after the fine print in contracts 
to buy cars on time and on 
tickets for parking your car 
in a lot. 

The new California law calls for 
thé seller to give you a copy o 
your contract to buy a car which, if 
printed, must be in point type 
or bigger. (Like this paragraph.) 

Under the new law such con- 
tracts for cars must be in writ- 
ing setting out, among other 
things: The top interest and 
carrying charges, the times 
and the amounts of each in- 
stallment, the names of every- 
body who is liable under the 
contract. (If the car is re- 












possessed, they must get .a 
five-day notice before the car 
is sold; so that if they want, 
any of them may pay off the 
contract.) 

Since you often fail to. read 
your parking lot ticket, the 
lawmakers call for such con- 
tracts — for your ticket is a 
“bailment’’ contract—to be in 
ten-point type (like this para- 
graph). And it must carry a 
caption: FHIS CONTRACT 


LIMITS OUR LIABILITY— 
READ IT. 

What’s more, a copy of the 
contract must be posted con- 
spicuously at each entrance 
of the parking place. 





So the war is on against the 
fine print. But fine or big, read 
your contracts before you sign. 
They set out your rights and 
duties, and the courts can en- 
force them, once there is a 
“meeting of the minds’”’ as in- 
dicated by your signature. 


Note: California lawyers offer this column so you may know about our laws.
